JOHANNESBURG, South 
Africa (AFP) - Andres Iniesta 
secured the World Cup for 
Spain for the first time in their 
history by scoring the only 
goal of an enthralling final 
against the Netherlands four 
minutes from the end of extra¬ 
time yesterday. 

Just as it seemed a third 
World Cup final was destined 
to be settled by a penalty 
shoot-out, the Barcelona mid¬ 
fielder found himself in space 
in the Dutch box and ham¬ 


mered an unstoppable shot 
past goalkeeper Maarten 
Stekelenburg. 

It was a cruel blow for a 
Dutch side that had hoped to 
eradicate memories of the 
country’s defeats in the 1974 
and 1978 finals. 

But the ultimate outcome of 
a contest both sides might eas¬ 
ily have won inside 90 minutes 
will trigger few complaints 
from neutrals. 

Over the two hours, the Eu¬ 
ropean champions enjoyed the 


better of the chances while the 
Dutch had defender John 
Heitinga sent off and seven 
other players booked, most of 
them for challenges that ap¬ 
peared cynically designed to 
disturb the rhythm of Spain’s 
passing game. 

”It’s incredible,” said Ini¬ 
esta. ’’What a joy especially 
when you see how we won it. 

’’There aren't the words to 
describe what I am feeling. 
After my goal, I thought about 
my family and all the people 
who I love. But the victory is 
the fruit of a lot of work.” 

Dutch coach Bert van Mar- 
wijk added: "The best team 
won. I am disappointed. It is a 
world championship and we 
have just lost a final.” 

Holland's Liverpool striker 
Dirk Kuyt was also down¬ 
hearted. 

"We are angry because we 
we were so close. The referee 
was slightly more for them 
than for us. That ultimately 
cost us the cup.” 

Unlike in 1974 and 1978, 
the Netherlands was unbeaten 
not only in this tournament, 
but in qualifying for the first 
World Cup staged in South 
Africa. 

Andres Iniesta paid tribute 
after his goal saw off Holland 
by whipping off his jersey and 
displaying a t-shirt honouring 
former player Daniel Jarque, 
who died of a heart attack last

Israel warning as Libya aid boat eyes

IPI: Cuba must 'immediately 
release all dissidents' 


JERUSALEM, Israel (AFP) - 
Israel yesterday vowed to pre¬ 
vent a Libyan aid ship from 
running the Gaza blockade 
after it appeared to be heading 
for the besieged enclave de¬ 
spite a flurry of diplomatic ef¬ 
forts to divert it to Egypt. 

"Israel will not let the boat 
reach Gaza," minister without 
portfolio Yossi Peled told Is¬ 
rael’s public radio a day after 
the 92-meter (302-foot) 
freighter Amalthea set sail 
from the Greek port of Lavrio, 
south of Athens. 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - All 
the children of the 10 Russian 
spies freed in a dramatic swap 
with Moscow have been sent 
to Russia to rejoin their par¬ 
ents, US attorney general Eric 
Holder said yesterday. 

"The children have all been 
repatriated. We did so consis¬ 
tent with what their parents' 
wishes were," Holder told 
CBS "Face The Nation."

NEW ORLEANS, Louisiana 
(AFP) - BP reported good 
progress yesterday in its high- 
stakes effort to fully contain 
the Gulf of Mexico oil leak by 
fixing a tighter cap over the 
giant gusher, now raging 
largely unchecked. 

Operations have reached a 
critical phase as engineers race 
to take advantage of a stretch 
of fine weather in the midst of 
the Atlantic hurricane season 
to install a new system with the 
potential to capture all the 
leaking crude. 

Expected to take between 
four and seven days, the 
round-the-clock work began at 
midday on Saturday when the 
old, less efficient cap was 
ripped off a fractured pipe a 
mile down on the sea floor by 
robotic submarines. 

"We are pleased with our 
progress," BP Vice President 
Kent Wells told journalists al¬ 
most 24 hours in. "We have 
carefully planned and practised 
this whole procedure. We've 
tried to work out as many of 
the bugs as we can."

VIENNA, Austria (AFP) - 
Press watchdog IPI yesterday 
welcomed Cuba's decision to 
release a first batch of politi¬ 
cal prisoners, but insisted that 
all jailed dissidents must be 
freed. 

"We call on Cuba to im¬ 
mediately release all the dis¬ 
sidents, including journalists, 
who remain in prison," David 
Dadge, director of the Vien¬ 
na-based International Press 
Institute, said in a statement. 

Communist Cuba on Sa¬ 
turday began releasing a 
group of ailing political pri¬ 
soners as part of a landmark 
church-brokered deal to free 
52 dissidents, relatives of 
three freed inmates told AFP. 

All 52 were part of a

However, Omar Rodri¬ 
guez Saludes, the director of 
Nueva Prensa Cubana, an in¬ 
dependent news agency in 
Havana, was expected to re¬ 
main in prison. 

He was sentenced to 27 
years in prison in 2003 — the 
longest sentence among all 
29 journalists, said IPI.

The Iguana 

Editor’s Note: Our usual co¬ 
lumn about Aruba’s nature 
from island tour guide Madi 
Kelkboom will be on pause for 
a month while Madi visits with 
family in Holland. Here are her 
thoughts on creatures that are 
interesting and common to 
Aruba. Some are best seen 
when walking in the cunucu, 
or countryside, but some you 
can see anywhere, especially 
the lizards around the resorts 
and their pool decks, hiding in 
the cracks and crevasses, 
sometimes becoming so tame 
they will eat fruit right out of 
your hand! 

Since Aruba has a desert 
climate it is home to many 
kinds of lizards; some are very 
colorful like the bright blue 
kododo. A young iguana is a 
brilliant green, but it loses its 
color as it gets older and big¬ 
ger. They may look like mon¬ 
sters from old time movies, but 
they are harmless. 

We also have some very 
beautiful and colorful butter¬ 
flies; you don’t have to go to 
the Butterfly Farm to see 
bright orange and black Mon- 
archs or another orange butter¬ 
fly that is very hard to catch 
because it moves so fast. 

Much shyer and harder to 
see is our shoko; the tiny owl 
we love so much. Usually you 
only get to see it when it is pro¬ 
tecting its nest. They are in 
pairs most times when by their 
hole in the ground, but one will 
usually fly off to distract a 
predator away from the nest 
while the other stands guard. 

They are a useful bird, con¬ 
suming mice and rats. We also 
have a very shy, tiny rabbit that 
lives in the countryside, but 
you have to be quick to get a 
good look at them! 

Also shy is the Aruban Cas-

cabel or rattlesnake, which is 
an endangered species. I only 
see them rarely when walking 
through the cunucu; they sense 
you first and warn you off long 
before you would come upon 
their nest. I think it is when the 
females are about to lay eggs 
that they are most aggressive, 
but you can hear them “shake 
their maracas” long before 
they would ever attack, so you 


just go around them. 

Right now, all of Aruba’s 
native animals are threatened 
by the boas which have come 
to live on our island. They are 
not native to Aruba and have 
no natural enemy, so are con¬ 
suming every sort of local 
creature, even the big Wara- 
Wara, which is a predatory 
bird. All of us who work and 
live around the cunucu are 
doing what we can to control 
them, and there has been a 
study to try and realize how 
they came here and what to do. 
It could be they came as babies 
on the fruit boats from South 
America, hidden in the 
bunches of fruit, there is no 
way to be sure. 

Of course, the greatest dan¬ 
ger to all our nature is the con¬ 
tinual building, and more and 
more areas being leveled by 
bulldozers, destroying habitats. 
I fear we will see the demise of 
the shy shoko and cascabal if 
something is not done to con¬ 
trol that.

3D Coming to Adobe’s Flash 


Adobe Systems has started 
work to bring 3D to its Flash 
platform, and will preview 
the technology at the com¬ 
pany's upcoming developer 
conference in October. 

A session titled "Flash 
Player 3D Future" will out¬ 
line a future version of Flash 
that will be capable of play¬ 
ing 3D content, according to 
a program listing for the 
Adobe Max 2010 trade show, 
which will be held in Los An¬ 
geles Oct. 23-27. 

The session will take "a 
deep dive into the next-gen¬ 
eration 3D API coming in a 
future version of Flash 
Player," according to the list¬ 
ing. The Flash Player is avail¬ 
able as a browser plug-in that 
allows users to play games or 
view multimedia content. 
Google's YouTube uses Flash 
for video distribution on its 
Web site. 

The session is "going to be 
big," said Thibault Imbert, a 
Flash product manager at 
Adobe in a blog entry. 

"If you are into 3D devel¬ 
opment for games, aug¬ 
mented reality or just 
interactive stuff like Web 
sites, you just can't miss the 
session," Imbert wrote. 

Adobe officials were un¬ 
available for comment Friday 
on a release date for a 3D 
Flash Player. The company 
had closed for the day, ac¬ 
cording to a spokeswoman 
for A&R Edelman, Adobe's 
public relations agency. 

Adobe already offers tools 
for 3D animation in Flash, 
but the new platform could 
bring richer 3D experiences. 
This could be an important 
development as games and 
videos are increasingly pro¬ 
duced in 3D. 

At the Computex trade 
show last month, graphics 
chip company Nvidia demon¬ 
strated 3D video streaming 
live over the Internet using a 


video player based on Mi¬ 
crosoft's Silverlight platform. 

Adobe has also engaged in 
a public spat with Apple, 
which does not support play¬ 
back of Flash content on its 
iPhone and iPad devices.

Advocates of the concept 
called singularity envision a 
future in which humans and 
technology fully converge, 
but a keynote speaker at the 
World Future Society confer¬ 
ence voiced skepticism about 
the idea, citing the complexi¬ 
ties of the human mind. 

Proponents of singularity 
claim that in 20 years, nan¬ 
otechnology implanted in 
people will repair wounds 
and advanced robots will as¬ 
sist with daily tasks. The con¬ 
cept ultimately calls for 
people to transcend the limits 
of biology by using technol¬ 
ogy to develop into some¬ 
thing more advanced and 
intelligent than human genet¬ 
ics allows. 

Wendell Wallach, a 
scholar at Yale University's 
Interdisciplinary Center for 
Bioethics, supports technol-

ogy but labels himself a 
"friendly skeptic" on this 
marriage of people and ma¬ 
chines. 

While he is "excited by 
where the science will take 
us," Wallach, who spoke re¬ 
cently at the World Future 
Society in Boston, is a "skep¬ 
tic because we don't know 
enough about humans to pull 
it off." 

Wallach's critique of sin¬ 
gularity focused on areas in¬ 
cluding understanding the 
intricacies of the mind, the 
complexities of developing 
robots with morals and the 
question of who is responsi¬ 
ble when a robot's morals 
prove problematic. 

The singularity movement 
holds that the evolution of the 
computer will lead to further 
development of the human 
mind, since that is also a 
computer. 

Wallach countered that the 
brain is engaged in massive 
parallel thinking and that re¬ 
searchers do not fully grasp 
how this part of the body op¬ 
erates. He compared this abil¬ 
ity to a computer, in which 
"one bit is out of place and 
Windows locks up," he said. 

He also said that comput¬ 
ers face barriers in dealing 
with vision, language and lo¬ 
comotion. 

"We don't know which of 
these challenges we'll master 
in 20 years. Some will be 
ceilings," he said. 


Era of Robots, Tech- 
enhanced Humans not 
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Breakthrough antibodies 
neutralize most known AIDS 
strains 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
researchers have discovered 
two powerful antibodies that 
neutralize more than 90 per¬ 
cent of all known strains of 
the HIV virus in the lab, new 
research released late last 
week showed. 

NIH-led scientists discov¬ 
ered the antibodies known as 
VRCOl and VRC02 that 
prevent most HIV strains 
from infecting human cells. 
The find is a potential break¬ 
through for advancing HIV 
vaccine design, and antibody 
therapy for other diseases. 

The authors, whose work 
is published in the July 9 
issue of Science, also were 


able to demonstrate how one 
of these disease-fighting pro¬ 
teins gets the job done. 

’’The discovery of these 
exceptionally broadly neu¬ 
tralizing antibodies to HIV 
and the structural analysis 
that explains how they work 
are exciting advances that 
will accelerate our efforts to 
find a preventive HIV vac¬ 
cine for global use,” said Dr. 
Anthony Fauci, director of 
the National Institute of Al¬ 
lergy and Infectious Diseases 
(NIAID), National Institutes 
of Health. 

”In addition, the technique 
the teams used to find the 
new antibodies represents a 


novel strategy that could be 
applied to vaccine design for 
many other infectious dis¬ 
eases,” Fauci stressed in a 
statement. 

The team of virologists 
found that the two antibodies 
were produced naturally and 
found in the blood of HIV¬ 
positive people. 

They were able to isolate 
these antibodies using a new 
molecular device they devel¬ 
oped. It zeroes in on specific 
cells that make antibodies 
against HIV. The device is an 
HIV protein scientists modi¬ 
fied to react only with anti¬ 
bodies specific to the site 
where the virus binds to cells 
it infects. 

Leading two research 
teams were NIAID scientists 
Peter Kwong, Ph.D., John 
Mascola, MD, and Gary 
Nabel, MD, Ph.D. 

” We have used our knowl¬ 
edge of the structure of a virus 
— in this case, the outer sur¬ 
face of HIV — to refine mo¬ 
lecular tools that pinpoint the 
vulnerable spot on the virus 
and guide us to antibodies 
that attach to this spot, block¬ 
ing the virus from infecting 
cells,” explained Nabel. 

Mascola added that: ”the 
antibodies attach to a virtu¬ 
ally unchanging part of the 
virus, and this explains why 
they can neutralize such an 
extraordinary range of HIV 
strains.” 


For Teenage Girls, Competition Cuts 
Both Ways: Study 


For teenage girls, competing 
to win is linked to more de¬ 
pression and loneliness, and 
associated with fewer close 
friendships, the authors of a 
new study have found. 

But competing to excel 
improves the well-being of 
both genders, the researchers 
said. 

In fact, the study found 
that competition can be either 
good or bad for teens, de¬ 
pending on their gender and 
what they are trying to 
achieve. 

Researchers defined 
’’competing to win” as trying 
to dominate and outperform 
others, and ’’competing to 
excel” as performing well 
and surpassing personal 
goals. 

U.S. researchers analyzed 
questionnaires completed by 


110 high school seniors in 
Dallas, their best same-gen¬ 
der friends and their parents. 
The study found that teenage 
boys scored higher on ’’com¬ 
peting to win” than girls, and 
were much less likely to ex¬ 
perience depression, loneli¬ 
ness or fewer close 
friendships as a result. 

There were no gender dif¬ 
ferences for ’’competing to 
excel” scores. For both gen¬ 
ders, competing to excel was 
associated with higher self¬ 
esteem and less depression, 
but it had little connection 
with social functioning. 

’’The overarching issue 
this study explored was 
whether competitiveness as a 
motivational orientation is 
good or bad for males and fe¬ 
males,” according to Dr. 
David Hibbard of California 


State University and Dr. 
Duane Buhrmester of the 
University of Texas at Dallas. 

’’The findings clarify, to 
some degree, western cul¬ 
tures’ ’ambivalence’ about 
competitiveness. The view 
that competitiveness is the 
road to emotional well-being 
is supported to the extent that 
one is talking about compet¬ 
ing to improve oneself or 
excel. On the other hand, if 
one is talking about compet¬ 
ing to win or show domi¬ 
nance over others, then 
females seem to pay a socio- 
emotional price,” they con¬ 
cluded in their report. 

The study findings were 
released online July 6 in ad¬ 
vance of publication in an up¬ 
coming print issue of the 
journal Sex Roles.

Diabetes drug Avandia 
gets new setback ahead 
of US decision 
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WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
GlaxoSmithKline’s block¬ 
buster diabetes treatment 
Avandia suffered a new set¬ 
back this weekend when US 
health officials offered more 
evidence of the drug’s in¬ 
creased link to heart prob¬ 
lems. 

A document released by 
the Food and Drug Adminis¬ 
tration came as an FDA panel 
of experts prepares to meet 
next week to consider with¬ 
drawing the popular drug be¬ 
cause of concerns about its 
links to cardiovascular ail¬ 
ments. 

The document cited 
Thomas Marciniak, an FDA 
expert on cardiovascular 
treatments, who indicated 


that clinical trials of the drug, 
whose generic name is 
rosiglitazone, were ’’inade¬ 
quately designed” and that 
the record ’’suggests the 
rosiglitazone increases the 
risk” of heart attacks. 

’’Half of the errors were 
substantial,” Marciniak said 
in the document. ”If consulted 
in advance, I would have re¬ 
jected this study design as in¬ 
appropriate and biased.” 

The report came after two 
studies released in recent 
weeks concluded patients 
taking Avandia faced a higher 
risk of heart attacks and 
strokes, emboldening critics 
who have asked that it be 
withdrawn from the market. 

The FDA often follows the 
advice of its panels of ex¬ 
perts, which will make its 
recommendation after the 
talks on Tuesday and 
Wednesday. 

In addition to Marciniak’s 
comments, the FDA also re¬ 
leased some 700 pages of 
documents examining studies 
on Avandia and its safety 
compared with other treat¬ 
ments. 

Last year sales of Avandia, 
which has been on the market 
since 1999, were about 800 
million dollars worldwide, 
making it one of the top sell¬ 
ing diabetes treatments and 
overall drugs.

BP in talks 'to sell Alaska 


oil field' 


LONDON, England (AFP) - 
BP is in talks to sell up to 12 
billion dollars (9.5 billion 
euros) of assets, including a 
substantial stake in a giant 
Alaskan oil field, to Apache 
Corporation, it was reported 
yesterday. 

Apache approached the 
beleaguered British oil com¬ 
pany several weeks ago with 
the plan which would include 
a stake in Prudhoe Bay, the 
largest oil field in North 
America. 

BP has been trying to of¬ 
fload assets as it seeks to 
build up a disaster fund of 20 


billion dollars to cover the 
clean-up costs for the disas¬ 
trous oil spill in the Gulf of 
Mexico. 

Apache, a company worth 
29 billion dollars, has done 
smaller deals with its British 
rival in the past but acquiring 
a stake in Prudhoe Bay would 
be a major coup. 

The field produces 390,000 
barrels a day, equivalent to 15 
percent of Britain's output 
from its North Sea fields. 

BP also wants to sell its 
60-percent share in the Pan 
American Energy, an Argen¬ 
tinian oil producer. 


BP ready to pay six months in claims: 
fund administrator 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
man charged with doling out 
BP's compensation to victims 
of the Gulf oil spill said yes¬ 
terday he is prepared to pay 
up to six months of expenses 
in advance, but getting peo¬ 
ple to file claims is a struggle. 

Kenneth Feinberg told 
CNN he wanted to provide 
"some degree of financial 
certainty," to people who 
have found their livelihoods 
hurt by the massive oil spill. 
"If they are eligible, we will 
give them up to six months 
emergency (compensation)." 

But, he lamented, "I can't 
help people if they don't file." 

Many of the fishermen 
and others who work in the 
Gulf region regularly get paid 
in cash and do not have pa¬ 
perwork to back up their 


claims of lost income. They 
are also worried that if they 
ask for compensation, the 
government will seek taxes 
for previous income. 

"One of the big challenges 
is convincing people to file a 
claim," he said. Feinberg said 
people ask, "Are you going to 
be sending all of my informa¬ 
tion that I provide you to (tax 
officials)? I am not sure about 
what your intentions." 

"No, no, no," Feinberg 
promised. "This is not easy to 
convince people that some 
new program will help them. 
It takes some work." 

Feinberg said that until oil 
stops gushing into the Gulf of 
Mexico, he could not esti¬ 
mate whether the initial 20- 
billion-dollar fund set up by 
BP would be enough to pay 


compensation claims. 

"Until the oil stops, you 
don't know how pervasive the 
oil spill will be," he said. 

"You don't know if some¬ 
body who has not been 
harmed at all today will be 
harmed by additional oil next 
week. Once the oil stops, I 
believe we will be able to, 
very quickly, get sort of a 
handle" on the scope of the 
disaster on livelihoods in the 
region. 

Millions of barrels of oil 
have poured into the Gulf 
since a deepwater drilling rig 
exploded on April 20, killing 
11 workers. It sank two days 
later, sending crude un¬ 
checked into the water ever 
since, unleashing the nation's 
worst ever environmental di¬ 
saster. 


ECB launches offensive on eurozone 


economic fears 


FRANKFURT, Germany 
(AFP) - The European Cen¬ 
tral Bank insists the eurozone 
will not fall back into reces¬ 
sion, saying the worst of the 
debt crisis is past and other 
economies should now be 
fixing their public finances. 

ECB chief economist 
Juergen Stark told reporters 
last week: "It seems that the 
worst is over" after a key 
ECB loan deadline passed 
smoothly and German data 
showed industrial production 
in Europe's top economy had 
soared in May. 

ECB president Jean- 
Claude Trichet cautioned that 
"it is still too early to declare 
the crisis over", but added: 
"The latest signs that we are 
receiving from the economy 
are encouraging." 

The ECB officials spoke 
at a Frankfurt gathering of 
analysts, academics and 
media against a backdrop of 
continued speculation over 
the eurozone's future after a 
debt crisis that began in 
Greece spread to other wea¬ 
ker member states. 

The latest chapter in the 
crisis will be 'stress tests' of 
European banks to determine 
if they can withstand a major 
shock like the default of a key 
debtor or another serious eco¬ 
nomic downturn. 

Tests of 91 banks, ac¬ 
counting for 65 percent of the 
European banking system, are 
to be released on July 23 amid 
hopes they will ease tensions 
on markets where many in¬ 
vestors fear the banks may 
have hidden some of their 


problems under the carpet. 

Meanwhile, pressure 
from the ECB and the mar¬ 
kets has forced eurozone 
governments to take some¬ 
times draconian measures to 
put their public finances back 
on a sound footing, slashing 
spending to howls of protest. 

Authorities in the United 
States and elsewhere have ar¬ 
gued it is too soon to tighten 
policy in this way however 
because it might provoke a 
"double dip" recession. 

"We must be flexible in 
adjusting the pace of consol¬ 
idation and learn from the 
consequential mistakes of the 
past when stimulus was too 
quickly withdrawn and re¬ 
sulted in renewed economic 
hardships and recession," US 
President Barack Obama 
wrote in June. 

Trichet and Stark fired a 
broadside at such views on 
Friday, with Trichet saying: 
"Just like consumers and 
countries, governments can¬ 
not live beyond their means 
forever." 

He quoted John Maynard 
Keynes, an icon of those who 
advocate state stimulus, as 
saying in 1937: "Just as it 
was advisable for the govern¬ 
ment to incur debt during the 
slump, so for the same rea¬ 
sons is it now advisable that 
they should incline to the op¬ 
posite policy." 

Trichet noted taxpayers 
on both sides of the Atlantic 
had incurred risk equal to 
more than one-quarter of total 
annual economic output to 
prevent a financial meltdown 


and warned starkly: "We 
won't do that twice." 

Stark called the debt cri¬ 
sis "a wake-up call" to euro¬ 
zone governments, which he 
said were now serious about 
fiscal reforms and broader 
structural changes as well. 

"In leading economies in 
the world I don't see this 
commitment to fiscal consol¬ 
idation, I see the contrary," 
the ECB economist said, 
adding that more fiscal stim¬ 
ulus "in the end will turn out 
not to be sustainable." 

He also challenged a 
downbeat International Mon¬ 
etary Fund growth forecast 
for the eurozone released last 
week, saying: "We see a bias 
here, that the IMF has not 
caught up to the reality in Eu¬ 
rope." 

The Fund's latest forecast 
is for 2010 growth of 3.3 per¬ 
cent in the United States, the 
world's biggest economy, 9.2 
percent in developing Asia 
and just 1.0 percent in the eu¬ 
rozone. 

"The IMF in my view is 
underestimating the strength 
of the recovery in the euro 
area" and other regions of the 
world, Stark said. 

Barclays Capital manag¬ 
ing director Julian Callow 
told AFP he thought the ECB 
was "trying to strike a more 
positive note here which in 
turn should help to stabilise 
financial markets. 

"Trichet does not have 
the demeanour of someone 
who is very concerned about 
the unveiling of the bank 
stress test results," he added.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
From the outside, Jerry Erwin's 
home in the northwestern US 
state of Oregon is a nonde¬ 
script house with a manicured 
front lawn and little to diffe¬ 
rentiate it from those of his 
neighbors. 

But tucked away out of 
sight in his backyard are the 
signs of his preparations for 
doomsday, a catastrophic soci¬ 
etal collapse that Erwin, 45, 
now believes is likely within 
his lifetime. 

"I've got, under an awning, 
stacks of firewood, rain catch¬ 
ing in barrels, I've got a shed 
with barbed concertina wire, 
like the military uses," he told 
AFP. 

He and his wife also have 
also stockpiled thousands of 
rounds of ammunition and 
enough food for about six 
months. 

"Several years ago I worked 
on paying off the house, re¬ 
placing all the windows, and 
just very recently, I'm proud to 
say, we've replaced all our ex¬ 
terior doors with more energy- 
efficient ones, with as much 
built-in security features as I 
could get," he said. 

"Plus I'm going to be 
adding some more structural 
improvements to the door 
frames to make it hopefully 
virtually impossible to take a 
battering ram to them." 

Erwin and others like him 
in the United States and else¬ 
where see political upheaval 
and natural disasters as clear 
signs that civilization is 
doomed. 

"We're hitting on all cylin¬ 
ders as far as symptoms that 
have led other great powers to 
decline or collapse: resource 
depletion, damage to the envi¬ 
ronment, climate change, those 
are the same things that af¬ 
fected other great societies," he 
said. 

For Erwin, the decline is ir¬ 
reversible and the best ap¬ 
proach is to prepare for the 
inevitable. 

His pessimism is shared by 
a wide range of people, from 
left-wing environmentalists 
who believe climate change 
and capitalist greed will doom 
human society to Christian 
fundamentalists who think sin 
will do the same. 

They label themselves 
"preppers," "doomers," and 
"survivalists," and take a vari¬ 
ety of different approaches to 
the same question: How best to 
prepare for the coming apoca¬ 
lypse? 

Jim Rawles, who Erwin de¬ 
scribes as "the patron saint of 
survivalism," prefers an isola¬ 
tionist, Christian-influenced 


approach. 

He homeschooled his chil¬ 
dren, declines to say where he 
lives, and advises readers of 
his website survivalblog.com 
to "relocate to a safe area and 
live there year-round." 

"When planning your re¬ 
treat house, think: medieval 
castle," he adds, extolling the 
benefits of using sandbags to 
protect any new home. 

Rawles, like many on the 
most conservative end of the 
survivalist spectrum, is also 
anti-tax, pro-gun rights, and 
suspicious of anything that 
smacks of socialism. 

But the survivalist move¬ 
ment also includes left-wing 
community activists, who are 
devoted to living off the land 
and have never fired a weapon, 
and people like Chris Marten- 
son, who quit a job with a six- 
figure salary that he felt was 
"an unnecessary diversion 
from the real tasks at hand." 

He began growing his own 
food and developed a "Crash 
Course" that urges people to 
better prepare for societal in¬ 
stability. He also took over 
management of his invest¬ 
ments and boasts of a 166 per¬ 
cent return on his portfolio. 

For Martenson, the wake- 
up call was the September 11, 


2001 attacks, when he felt 
gripped by uncertainty and to¬ 
tally unprepared. 

Erwin had always felt that 
society would eventually dis¬ 
integrate, but he and many 
other US survivalists say the 
dysfunctional response to the 
2005 Hurricane Katrina was 
what spurred them to action. 

"I thought, okay, things are 
not going to get better... maybe 
this society, our civilization, 
the American empire, will col¬ 
lapse during my lifetime," 
Erwin said. 

For John Milandred, no sin¬ 
gle event pushed him to leave 
his suburban home and set up 
a farm in Oklahoma. 

"We just got fed up of 
working all the time to pay 
bills and not accomplishing 
anything," he said. 

A member of the American 
Preppers Network, Milandred 
said he and his wife aspired to 
"grow our own foods and be 
self sufficient... to live like the 
pioneers, like our great-grand¬ 
parents." 

It is unclear how many peo¬ 
ple subscribe to the lifestyle, 
but there are hundreds of web¬ 
sites devoted to the movement, 
and Erwin's surburban-self-re- 
liance.com attracts visitors 
from around the world.

CLEVELAND (AFP) - As 
Miami fans celebrated the ar¬ 
rival of LeBron James, the 
image of the two-time NBA 
Most Valuable Player was 
being slowly erased in Cleve¬ 
land. 

Workers began taking 
down the 10-story-tall image 
of James on a mural in down¬ 
town Cleveland on Saturday. 

The billboard - not far 
from the Cavaliers arena - has 
long dominated the skyline in 
the city where James has 
played all seven of his NBA 
seasons, but which he has 
forsaken - as fans here see it 
- for Florida. 

Pedestrians stopped to 
take pictures as pieces of the 
massive sign - depicting 
James with his arms out¬ 
stretched and head back in his 
pre-game ritual of tossing up 
a handful of powder - began 
to come down. The process is 
expected to take several days. 

James announced his deci¬ 
sion to leave Cleveland on 
Thursday night, sparking 
some angry fans to burn his 
jersey. 

Now any that remain can 
be had on the cheap, along 
with T-shirts and other mer¬ 
chandise featuring James' 
likeness or number. 

Fathead.com, an online re¬ 
tailer owned by Cavaliers 
owner Dan Gilbert dropped 
the price of its James-themed 
wall stickers from 99.99 dol¬ 
lars to 17.41 dollars - 1741 
being the year that American 
Revolutionary War traitor 
Benedict Arnold was bom. 

Gilbert lashed out Thurs¬ 
day at James' decision to 
leave his native state, saying 
in an open letter to fans that 


they "simply don’t deserve 
this kind of cowardly be¬ 
trayal". 

Now that the Miami Heat 
have locked up a trio of su¬ 
perstars in LeBron James, 
Dwyane Wade and Chris 
Bosh, they have their eye on 
adding Derek Fisher to the 
supporting cast. 

Fisher met Saturday with 
Heat president Pat Riley, one 
day after the team introduced 
two-time reigning Most Valu¬ 
able Player James and Bosh 
as Heat star Wade's newest 
teammates. 

James, Bosh and Wade all 
will make less than the 16.6 
million dollars they could 
have commanded next sea¬ 
son, giving Miami room to 
lure other players. 

"What we signed for is not 
important," James said Fri¬ 


day. "One thing that is impor¬ 
tant is we all sacrificed 
money, sacrificed a lot of 
things to be a part of this. 

"But what we signed for is 
not important. What we're 
going to do this coming fall is 
what's most important." 

Fisher has been part of all 
five Los Angeles Lakers' 
championship teams in the 
Kobe Bryant era, four of 
them as a starter. 

After Fisher received a re¬ 
ported 2.5 million-dollar 
offer for next season from the 
Lakers, he is listening to 
other proposals. 

Fisher averaged 7.5 points 
and 2.5 assists while starting 
all 82 regular-season games 
for the Lakers last season. 

In the playoffs, he aver¬ 
aged 10.3 points and 2.8 as¬ 
sists.

Excellent, he is the sym¬ 
bol of what Uruguay stands 
for, he fulfilled the tasks that 
Uruguay was expecting of 
him." 

Forlan, who at 31 is un¬ 
likely to play at a third FIFA 
World Cup finals, selflessly 
praised his team-mates and 
also his 63-year-old coach. 
"This is the result of all the 
work we put together during 
the qualifiers which admittedly 
almost cost us our place here 
(they had to beat CONCACAF 
side Costa Rica in a play-off)," 
said the Villarreal star, who al¬ 
most forced extra-time against 
the Germans as his freekick 
rattled the crossbar in the final 
action of normal time. 

"We were always confident 
in the work and ideas of'Mae¬ 
stro' Tabarez. And here at the 
World Cup we demonstrated 
that all the hard work got its 
just desserts."

Germany claims third place 

The future is bright, says 
young guns

ERASMIA (AFP) - Mid¬ 
fielder Bastian Schweinsteiger 
said on Sunday Germany’s ris¬ 
ing stars have the potential to 
become future World Cup 
winners after finishing third at 
the World Cup finals. 

”We have come even 
closer to the top five teams in 
the world, there is a bit of a 
tear in my eye thinking of the 
semi-final we lost, but there 
is a smile in the other one as 
we showed both heart and 
courage against Uruguay,” 
said Schweinsteiger, who is 
just 25 but one of the veterans 
with 81 caps. 

"If we keep improving like 
this, sooner or later the tro¬ 
phy will be ours.” 

Germany beat Uruguay 3- 
2 in Port Elizabeth on Satur¬ 


day to win the third place 
play-off after losing 1-0 to 
Spain in last Wednesday’s 
semi-final. 

The side were due to fly 
back to Germany on Sunday 
night at the same time the 
final takes place in Johannes¬ 
burg between Spain and the 
Netherlands, but captain 
Philipp Lahm says more is to 
come from this side. 

”We have a very good 
chance in the coming years to 
play at the top. We are still 
nowhere near the end of our 
development,” said 26-year- 
old Lahm. 

”We must continue to 
work hard. But we have a lot 
of quality and must be opti¬ 
mistic looking ahead.” 

This Germany squad was 


the second-youngest side to 
compete at a World Cup fi¬ 
nals with an average age of 
just under 25. 

”We have nothing to 
worry about,” said forward 
Lukas Podolski, who like 
Lahm and Schweinsteiger 
was a member of the team 
that also finished third in the 
2006 finals in Germany. 

”We have a young group 
and will compete again for 
the title,” added the 25-year- 
old. 

Ten players of the 23-man 
World Cup squad in South 
Africa are under 25, while 
Bayern Munich’s Thomas 
Mueller, who has scored five 
goals here, is the red-hot 
favourite to win the best 
young player award.
